In 


Louisiana and Mississippi, from one- 
half to three-fifths are colored. In 
Alabama, District of Columbia., Flor- 
ida, Georgia, North Carolina and Vir- 
-gfcia, the colored from one-third to 
one-half of the total. 
In Arkansas and 


Tennessee, from one-foujth to one-third 
of the total population are colored. 
The least proportion among the former 
sla?c States is in West Virginia, where 
there are but 4,355 to 100,000 white?, 
and in Missouri, where there are but 
7.1G8.

built at the Litchfield car works, each 58 
horse power, and that the new machinery 
will be brought to Decatur and placed in 
position about 50 feet east »f the coal shaft, 
early In April.
